The Cathedral 


After the Diocesan Convention of 1925 | 
Three Years Ago sent out to the parishes and missions a 

pastoral letter which began as follows: 
~\t the Diocesan Convention ten days ago the love we had 
for Bishop Nichols and our desire to make a worthy memo- 
rial to him took shape in a momentous decision. The con- 
vention resolved to build a substantial part of Grace Cathe- 
dral, a unit large enough to house the congregations which 
now fill the crypt. This will cost at least $700,000.” 


The letter then went on to speak of the way the project 
came to be presented and the beginnings of a committee or- 
ganization for the whole Diocese. It reminded our church 
people that “the cathedral is the church of the Diocese. It 
‘s not a parish. It belongs to us all just as Bishop Nichols 
»clonged to us all.” 

Much has happened since that an- 
Changes and Progress nouncement. Except that within the 

building the choir, transcepts and 
crossing are to be as originally planned a memorial to our 
dear Bishop who is gone, the whole project has changed 
and grown. Here are some of the changes. The architectural 
plans have been entirely revised by Mr. Hobart, with the 
collaboration of Mr. Ralph Adams Cram as consulting archi- 
tect. The restudying took a long time but was worth the 
delay. We have now a superb design which will put Grace 
Cathedral among the beautiful church buildings of the world. 


The simple organization at first contemplated for the rais- 
ing of funds has grown into a great, eflicient and wide- 
spreading affair with leading men and women of the Church 
and the community at the head of its committees. This has 
been done of necessity because the scope of the project was 
entirely changed. We planned to build a part; we are now 
aiming to build the whole. No sooner were the finished de- 
signs in hand last year than the Chapter realized that the 
appeal of the project lay in its completion. They knew that 
to raise the great sum necessary to do that was beyond the 
power of our Church people alone. But from every side came 
interest and assurances of help until finally a year ago we 
found ourselves driven, as I have said once before in this 
paper, by the logic of events to set the larger goal. The com- 
munity was already responding and since we were planning 
not for ourselves alone but for the community, it was right 
and wise to ask all who might be interested to contribute. 
Thus with what I am sure was the guidance of God we 
launched the whole great project. 


One more development of the plans deserves mention. The 
original project was a memorial to Bishop Nichols. That 
memorial is still first in our thoughts. But in the completed 
building there will also be a major part as a memorial to 
Bishop Kip, the first Bishop of our Diocese, and we hope 
that many other memorials will be built into the main struc- 
ture. The architects have provided estimates for many units, 
large and small, from towers and bays and columns down to 


sections of modest cost in which the memory of those who 
have gone from us may be enshrined. | trust that many 
people in Diocese and community will note this and that the 
great building may be hallowed by numbers of loving and 
tender associations. 
Some objects call for regular con- 
tributions from our current income. 
Some present themselves as emer- 
gencies and call for special self-denial at the moment. Still 
others are of such permanence and value as to suggest the 
kind of permanent self-denial which makes the gift a capital 
investment. In the pastoral letter of 1925 I said a word about 
contributions which seems worth repeating and emphasizing. 
“We can,” says the letter, “also be planning for our con- 
tribution when the times comes to make it. We will all re- 
member that our gifts are not to be just little contributions 
from our current income, as we give to the parish expenses 
or the Community Chest; but gifts worthy of the permanent 
and great memorial they are to help build.” 

This is mo ordinary giving. It should not in any 
way diminish our contributions toward the parish and 
missionary work of the Church. It is an extra, but just 
because it is an extra and an opportunity which comes once 
im a bifetime, it is worth while to make a worth-while gift. 
The object is great, a cathedral noble in its proportions, of 
superb beauty and dedicated to the service of man. It is to 
be one of the outstanding Church buildings of the country, a 
symbol of aspiration and devotion. Although the matter is 
in the end for the conscience of each one to decide, it seems 
to me worth while, I repeat, if God has prospered us so as 
to make such a gift possible, to think of our share in the 
building in terms of permanent investment. I commend such 
thought te the Church people of the Diocese. 


The building has already begun. The 
And So, Forward! beautiful “Chapel of Grace” at the corner 

of Jones and California street, the gift of 
one generous donor, is under construction. The experts are 
at work testing the rock foundations for the choir and the 
great columns of the crossing. The numberless committees 
in the city and the parishes and missions of the Diocese are 
developing their organizations. Already we have a very 
large amount. Everything is ready for the general appeal 
which begins on May 14. “Forward!” is the word for all 
of us. Forward with courage and vision and deep devotion 
that we may build as worthily as we have planned and set 
above the city at the center of our diocesan life a noble 
symbol of our victorious faith—E. L. P.

California to Entertain World’s Sunday School 
Convention 


The tenth World’s Sunday School Convention will be held 
in Los Angeles, July 11-18. Addresses will be given by the 
leaders direct from the fields throughout the world. Confer- 
ences will be held on all phases of the practical work of re- 
ligious education. Seminar groups will study special prob- 
lems. Exhibits of religious education material will be made. 

On July 9-10 a pre-convention conference of Church School 
executives from all parts of the world will be held. Topics 
considered at this conference will include: “Religious Edu- 
cation in the Missionary Enterprise,” “Indigenous Lesson 
Courses” and “Integrating Religious Education in the Na- 
tional Life.” 


The Seminar themes will include: “Building the Curricu- 
lum,” “The Youth Movemeni,” “Weekday Religious Educa- 
tion” and “Racial and Religious Attitudes.” 


National leaders from all foreign countries will lead con- 
ferences on their special problems. Denominational rallies 
and fellowship dinners will be held. Several large, popular 
sessions will be held, at which world-renowned speakers will 
be heard. 

Any person engaged in Church School work in any way 
may become a delegate. Application blanks will be supplied 
by the local denominational secretaries. They may be had 
by applying to the Diocesan House, 1215 Sacramento street, 
San Francisco. 

The registration fee is $5 for each delegate. Reduced rail- 
road rates will be given from all points. Preliminary pro- 
grams will be sent upon application to the Diocesan House.

Churchmen’s Round Table Anniversary 
Luncheon 


The twenty-second anniversary of the fire and earthquake 
of San Francisco and the remarkable restoration of the city 
were celebrated by the Churchmen’s Round Table at a 
luacheon at the Commercial Club, Wednesday, April 18. The 
San Francisco clergy were the guests of the Round Table at 
the luncheon. 


The president of the Round Table, Mr. G. F. Roberts, intro- 
duced Mr. Theodore Dredge as toastmaster. In his intro- 
ductory remarks Mr. Dredge reminded all present that in 
our Church the laymen have certain inalienable rights which 
should not be forgotten. He then called upon the Rev. W. W. 
Jennings, rector of St. Luke’s Church, San Francisco, to re- 
spond to the toast, “What does the clergy expect of the 
laity?” 

Mr. Jennings responded with a pointed speech sparkling 
with wit. He made it quite clear that the laity were ex- 
pected to recognize the priestly and prophetic office of the 
clergy.

Church School Rally in Grace Cathedral 


Sunday, April 22, is a day long to be remembered by the 
Church Schools of the Convocation of San Francisco. It was. 
the occasion of the presentation of the Lenten mite box of- 
fering at a large rally held in Grace Cathedral. Eighteen of 
the twenty-two schodls in the convocation were represented. 
This in itself is an achievement. The cathedral was well 
filled with happy children who had come in large numbers,

bringing their school banners with them, so that the entire 
congregation caught the spirit of victory and rejoicing. 

The service began with the singing of the hymn “Onward 

Christian Soldiers,” followed immediately with the singing 
of the first and last stanza of “My Country ’Tis of Thee” 
a salute to the flag and to the cross, the band of the Salvation 
Army Training School assisting the organ in leading the con- 
gregation in singing. Then followed the creed and prayers 
led by Dean H. S. Hanson, rector of St. Peter’s Church, San 
Francisco. After the singing of the hymn “Jesus Shall Reign,” 
of which the third verse was sung by the children of True 
Sunshine School in Chinese, Archdeacon Porter gave a short 
inspirational talk to the children. At the conclusion of the 
address the awards were made to the winning schools, the 
following being the result: 


The largest per capita offering—St. James’ Church, San 
Francisco. 


The largest percentage of increase in offering—St. Fran- 
cis’ Mission, San Francisco. 


The largest amount of offering—True Sunshine Mission, 
San Francisco. 


The school returning complete reports first—St. John Ge 
Evangelist’s School, San Francisco. 


The best attendance during Lent—Church of the Advent, 
San Francisco. 


Winner of the essay contest—Maxine Eklund, All Saints’, 
San Francisco. 


As the roll was called schools reported their final amounts. 
These were registered en a giant thermometer, the figures of 
which ran up to a thousand. However, an unfortunate acci- 
dent happened; the heat of the enthusiasm of giving was so 
great that the thermometer burst. Nevertheless, Dean Turner 
and Canon Hayes quickly repaired it by starting over again 
and when the final total was taken the figures registered 
$1225. Of course, there are several schools to be heard from 
and we trust that we shall add considerably to the final total. 

We must not forget to mention a few facts of general inter- 
est. Two schools—St. John’s, San Francisco, and St. Peter’s, 


Oakland—had a 100 per cent return on the mite boxes, while 
the school of St, John’s, Ross, returned 92 per cent of the 


mite boxes distributed. Other large increases of percentage 
in offerings were made. by St. John’s, San Francisco, with 
100 per cent and the school of All Saints’ with 102 per cent. 


The schools of Marin County were ably represented by a 


large delegation from St. John’s, Ross, under the leadership 
of the Rev. W. L. Wood and Mr. William Manning, superin- 
tendent of the school. We hope that next year we way. see 
other schools of Marin County in attendance. - 


What remains to be said? Simply this: It. was a great rally, 


full of promises of a great power in the Church School life. 
of the Convocation of San Francisco. We shall- certainly an- 


ticipate that each- year will: bring-with it-am increased-en-

Churchmen’s Round Table Anniversary 
Luncheon 


The twenty-second anniversary of the fire and earthquake 
of San Francisco and the remarkable restoration of the city 
were celebrated by the Churchmen’s Round Table at a 
luncheon at the Commercial Club, Wednesday, April 18. The 
San Francisco clergy were the guests of the Round Table at 
the luncheon. 


The president of the Round Table, Mr. G. F. Roberts, intro- 
duced Mr. Theodore Dredge as toastmaster. In his intro- 
ductory remarks Mr. Dredge reminded all present that in 
our Church the laymen have certain inalienable rights which 
should not be forgotten. He then called upon the Rev. W. W. 
Jennings, rector of St. Luke’s Church, San Francisco, to re- 
spond to the toast, “What does the clergy expect of the 
laity?” 

Mr. Jennings responded with a pointed speech sparkling 
with wit. He made it quite clear that the laity were ex- 
pected to recognize the priestly and prophetic office of the 
clergy. At the same time he paid the laity the highest re- 
gards by stating that the clergy expect them to perform the 
high office of their membership in the Church in a way to 
make the reflection of their faith in their lives unmistakable. 


Bishop Parsons commented on the fine spirit of fellowship 
between the clergy and laity of the Church and showed how 
each had its constitutional place in the Church and how each 
could carry out its part in promoting the work of the Church 
in the world of today.

fering at a large rally held in Grace Cathedral. Eighteen of 
the twenty-two schools in the convocation were represented. 
This in itself is an achievement. The cathedral was well 
filed with happy children who had come in large numbers,

bringing their school banners with them, so that the entire 
congregation caught the spirit of victory and rejoicing. 

The service began with the singing of the hymn “Onward 
Christian Soldiers,” followed immediately with the singing 
of the first and last stanza of “My Country ’Tis of Thee” as 
a salute to the flag and to the cross, the band of the Salvation 
Army Training School assisting the organ in leading the con- 
gregation in singing. Then followed the creed and prayers 
led by Dean H. S. Hanson, rector of St. Peter’s Church, San 
Francisco. After the singing of the hymn “Jesus Shall Reign,” 
of which the third verse was sung by the children of True 
Sunshine School in Chinese, Archdeacon Porter gave a short 
inspirational talk to the children. At the conclusion of the 
address the awards were made to the winning schools, the 
following being the result:

As the roll was called schools reported their final amounts. 
These were registered on a giant thermometer, the figures of 
which ran up to a thousand. However, an unfortunate acci- 
dent happened; the heat of the enthusiasm of giving was so 
great that the thermometer burst. Nevertheless, Dean Turner 
and Canon Hayes quickly repaired it by starting over again 
and when the final total was taken the figures registered 
$1225. Of course, there are several schools to be heard from 
and we trust that we shall add considerably to the final total. 

We must not forget to mention a few facts of general inter- 
est. Two schools—St. John’s, San Francisco, and St. Peter’s, 
Oakland—had a 100 per cent return on the mite boxes, while 
the school of St, John’s, Ross, returned 92 per cent of the 
mite boxes distributed. Other large increases of percentage 
in offerings were made. by St. John’s, San Francisco, with 
100 per cent and the school of All Saints’ with 102 per cent. 

The schools of Marin County were ably represented by a 
large delegation from St. John’s, Ross, under the leadership 
of the Rev. W. L. Wood and Mr. William Manning, superin- 
tendent of the school. We hope that next year we may- see 
other schools of Marin County in attendance.

On 
the evening of Palm Sunday the Archdeacon visited the mis- 
sion and was welcomed by a congregation that filled the 
church. The Presbyterian pastor and his flock gave up their 
regular evening service in order to unite with our congrega- 
tion. The service was an inspiration to all. | 


The Boys’ Aid Society of San Francisco takes care of some 
140 boys, wards of the Juvenile Court. The Rev. C. P. Otis, 
S. S. J. E., visits the boys regularly and has an efficient helper 
in Mr. Jenner. Hogg, lay reader and one of the staff of the in- 
stitution. During the past five years some 200 boys have been 
baptized or confirmed and only one of these came from a 
Church family. This fine work is due not only to the labors 
of Father Otis and Mr. Hogg but also to the -influetice of: the 


. 


boys themselves in talking to one another. The boys, on 
being baptized, become members of our St. Martin’s Guild. 
They not only have their own services in the institution but 
attend regularly the services of the Church of the Advent. On 
leaving the institution every effort is made to keep in touch 
with the boys and to see that they continue loyal to their 
Mother, the Church. 

On Sunday, April 15, the Rev. H. I. Oberholtzer completed 
five years as vicar of St. Edmund’s, Richmond. During this 
period Mr. Oberholtzer has baptized 79 persons, presented 70 
certificates for confirmation and has held 1073 services. Un- 
der his leadership the number of communicants has increas- 
ed from 94 to 163, and his Church School is a model for the 
rest of the Diocese. The annual income has been doubled, the 
missionary giving has increased from $240 to $625 per year 
and the amount contributed toward the vicar’s stipend has 
been raised from $80 to $120 per month. In addition, the 
mission has paid off over $3000 in indebtedness and added 
over $700 worth of new furniture. We are proud of what 
Mr. Oberholtzer is doing and wish him continued success 
and blessing in the days to come. 


A very uplifting Quiet Day was held at All Saints Church, 
San Francisco, on Friday, March 30. The rector, the Rev. 
A. W. Farlander, was the conductor and he gave three help- 
ful and inspiring talks on “The Will of God—How Is It Re- 
vealed?” “The Will of God—How It Affects Men,” “The Will 
of God—How Shall We Respond.” At the close of each medi- 
tation an opportunity was given for personal reflection. 
Suitable books dealing with the inner life were placed on a 
convenient table and were used by the parishioners during 
the intervals between the addresses. Mr. Farlander is a man 
of deep spiritual insight and religious fervor and we hope 
that he will be asked to conduct similar Quiet Days in other 
parishes of the Diocese. 

At St. David’s Mission, Ptitsburg, the Easter offering for 
the building fund amounted to $990 and for the first time 
the choir of fourteen has been vested. The Rev. E. G. Davies 
is the priest in charge and he is greatly beloved by his 
parishioners. 

On Easter the Archdeacon took the morning services al 
the Church of the Incarnation, San Francisco. This small 
parish is at present without a rector but the vestry members 
are making every effort to secure a clergyman in the near 
future. After the early service the Archdeacon had the joy of 
breakfasting in the hospital home of Mr. and Mrs. H. P. 
Noland, with the members of the Young People’s Fellowship. 
A finer group of young people could not he found anywhere. 
There is also a good-sized Sunday School, thanks to the 
training of the Rev. and Mrs. Williston Ford, formerly in 
charge of the parish. The church is strategically located on 
Nineteenth avenue, close to Golden Gate Park, and given the 
right leadership should develop into one of our stronger 
parishes. 

On Easter Monday the Archdeacon had the happy privilege 
of preaching at the semi-annual service held in Cypress 
Lawn Chapel. The congregation filled the edifice. The 
Bishop’s chaplain, the Rev. William M. Bours, was the cele- 
brant,and great credit is due to him for the success of these 
beautiful and helpful services. The offering went toward the 
purchase price of the Church plot in Iona Churchyard, for 
free burials in exceptional cases. 


On Low Sunday the Archdeacon visited St. John’s, Capi- 
tola; All Saints, Watsonville, and St. Stephen’s, Gilroy. At 
Capitola the grounds have been beautified recently through 
the kindness of Mr. A. A. Rispin. The Divinity Schoo] student 
in charge, Mr..Fred Avery, is doing a fine piece of work 
among the young people.

dening the hearts of her fond parents. 
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the New York office as suitable for the boxe filled in dif- 
ferent dioceses, since the needs of those to whom the boxes 
went varied in different places. 


At the San Francisco meeting Mrs. Sherman again pre- 
sided and presented Mrs. Wade to the large group of women 
at the meeting despite the inclement weather. Mrs. Wade gave 
an interesting history of the Supply Department and told of 
the vast scope of its industries as missionary boxes have to 
be sent not only to Alaska, China, Japan, the Canal Zone, the 
Philippines and other foreign territory but to all parts of the 
United States as well. She emphasized the fact that all cloth- 
ing sent must be good. If second hand, it must be in good 
condition and ready to wear without preparation. Sending 
soiled or shabby garments would have a particularly bad ef- 
fect upon the children or even grown people thus supplied. 
On the other hand, the benefit of absolute organization in 
the New York office was shown by the more intelligent lists 
sent in by missionaries of their needs. Filling of these boxes, 
which are not only of vital importance to the missionaries 
in carrying on their work but a source of joy to their charges 
as well, should not be confined entirely to the Woman’s 
Auxiliary but should be a general parish work in which all 
may have a hand. Over $300,000 worth of clothing, medical 
supplies and other articles is sent out each year. One great 
value of the Supply Department is the breaking down of bar- 
riers between parishes and countries. Each year the mis- 
sionary bishops are asked the needs of their various mis- 
sions and reports from these spots come regularly and are 
always available for study by branches of the Auxiliary in 
any part of the country. A special feature is the sending of 
Christmas boxes to the workers as a personal tribute to their 
work and devotion. 


At the close of Mrs. Wade’s address the Rev. Mr. Hanson 
held a brief service for those present. 


Work in the Girls’ Friendly Society and among the Arapa- 
hoe Indians were the subjects which filled the afternon of the 
Diocesan Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary regular monthly 
meeting on April 23 at Grace Chapel. 


Miss Mary Sanford, daughter of the Bishop of San Joaquin, 
a national secretary of the Girls’ Friendly Society, told of 
the co-operative work of her organization and the Woman’s 
Auxiliary throughout the country and urged that this be 
furthered in every way. She declared that the girls stood 
ready in every way to give aid at all times, not only in social 
matters but in social service work as well. She asked also 
that the younger women be asked to join the study classes 
conducted by the Auxiliary and that everything should be 
done to develop a mutual fellowship. 


Abbott Hastings of St. Michael’s Mission to the Arapahoe 
Indians at Ethete, Wyoming, spoke on the needs of his work 
there, which are pressing, as the Arapahoes are very poor 
Indians with none of that wealth which has come to those 
tribes in oil-bearing sections. A water system for the mis- 
sion buildings is a vital necessity, as it is demanded by the 
Government if the mission is to continue. Also the children 
should have a gymnasium for a playroom and to secure 
proper exercise during the very cold weather. For graduates 
of the mission who have returned to their people, and who 
have no suitable meeting places, a suitable recreation center 
would be of inestimable value to carry on the great progress 
made among the younger members of the tribe. The collec- 
tion of the afternoon, amounting to $21, was given to Mr. 
Hastings. 


In the absence of Mrs. Sherman, president, the meeting 
was presided over by Mrs. Norman Livermore. Thirty mem- 
bers were present, representing sixteen parishes. 

The report of the treasurer, Mrs. R. F. Norton, was read. 
It showed that $300 is still due on the Corporate Gift. A spe- 
cial meeting of the Auxiliary will be held in May, devoted to 
discussion of the Corporate Gift and means of raising the 
necessary amount. | 

Mrs. Fessenden of the supply department reported that 
three boxes of clothing and comforters had been packed and 
were on their way to Alaska. A box of children’s things was 
sent to the mountains of Virginia and one of hospital sup- 
plies to Manila. She said that the donations for these boxes 
had been especially fine this year. 
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Grace C athedral—T he A pse, From Corner of Jones and California Streets 
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The Cathedral Campaign 


Now for our goal. Before our next issue the intensive 
period of our campaign to complete Grace Cathedral will be 
over. Although the official date for this intensive work is set 
from May 14 to 25, inclusive, the campaign really begins on 
Sunday, May 13. This day in every church and mission 
throughout the Diocese will be known as Cathedral Sunday, 
when it is expected that inspiring addresses will be made on 
the ideals for which the cathedral stands, not only as the 
symbol of the spiritual vitality of our communion but as a 
spiritual symbol also of the finer impulses of the community 
which it will adorn. 


On Monday, May 14, there will be a great mass meeting at 
the Civic Auditorium. It should be an historic occasion for 
us all. It is hoped that every Episcopalian in the city of San 
Francisco and in the bay region will make a special effort 
to be there and that deputations may come from those par- 
ishes farther away. Among those who are expected to be 
present and to speak are Governor C. C. Young, Mayor Rolph. 
Honorable John L. McNab, who will probably be the chief 
speaker; Dr. Aurelia Reinhardt, president of Mills College. 
who will speak on what the cathedral means to women. 
Other churches will be represented by Dr. H. P. Shaw, presi- 
dent of the Federation of Churches; Dr. Lynn White and 
Rabbi Newman. Bishop Parsons will, toward the close of 
the meeting, announce the total raised to date, with which 
we shall set out for our intensive work during the following 
fortnight. 

A notable feature of the meeting will be the singing of the 
municipal chorus under Dr. Hans Leschke. This splendid 
choir has donated its services and will be augmented by the 
choirs of Trinity and St. Luke’s, San Francisco. The choir of 
Grace Cathedral will also sing as a separate unit. At the 
organ will be Mr. Uda Waldrop, the municipal organist, and 
Mr. Sydney Lewis, organist of Grace Cathedral. Admission 
will be free and there will be no collection. Tickets are being 
issued to all parishes. We must fill the Auditorium. Citizens 
of other communions will be watching our enthusiasm in 
this cause. In the same way the extent of our work and en- 
deavor during the intensive period will be the example 
which the rest of the community will follow. 

Every Episcopalian in the Diocese will receive two bul- 
letins explaining briefly the need for the cathedral and also a 
small illustrated book setting forth what the cathedral will 
mean to the Diocese. We ask that every recipient read this 
literature with care. 

Let us remember we are building for the ages. We are 
laying foundations for a thousand years to come. We are 
setting above the strivings of our material prosperity the 
eternal aspirations of religion. We are writing a gospel in 
stone. The opportunity to help build so beautiful and visible 
«a witness to our faith comes to few in a lifetime. Surely it 
is an opportunity that we dare not ignore. 

Every parish has been organized and outside of our com- 
munion in San Francisco a very large citizens committee is 
in progress of formation under the leadership of Mr. Paul 
Shoup. Mr. Walton N. Moore is the vice-chairman of this 
committee. This citizens committee is composed of twenty- 
five industrial, commercial and professional groups, each 
with its own chairman and through this organization the 
appeal to citizens of all classes and creeds should be wide- 
spread. 

The women’s committee, headed by Mrs. Norman B. Liver- 
more, with Mrs. Lewis Hobart as secretary, has been doing 
splendid work and has many activities ahead of it, including 
a big luncheon for workers before the commencement of the 
intensive period. This committee has been very greatly en- 
larged in the special gift work; has its own speakers com- 
inittee and is handling its own publicity. 

Reports from the Rev. Bayard Jones of Watsonville, who 
is in charge of the campaign work in the southern part of 
the Diocese, are most encouraging and the interest which he 
has aroused will be further sustained by the visits of the 
Archdeacon. 

On April 26 a most successful dinner was held in Wash- 
ington, D. C., in the interests of the cathedral campaign. 
Nearly all the senators and congressmen from California 
were present ‘and many other prominent San Franciscans 
and Californians. The dinner was under the chairmanship 
of Curtis Wilbur, Secretary of the Navy, and Judge Crothers 


of San Francisco and Mr. H. C. Wyckoff of Watsonville were 
among the speakers. The Bako sent a telegram saying how 
greatly the workers here appreciated the effort in Washing- 
ton—a message which was received with enthusiasm. 

In San Franeisco district some forty meetings in parishes 


have been arranged and addresses will be given in each case 


upon the cathedral, as well as a complete outline of the pro- 
cedure to be adopted in the campaign fortnight. Before this 
is printed the Speakers and Workers Handbook will be avail- 
able for those actively engaged. This handbook contains vital 


reasons why all Episcopalians should support the campaign 


and why those not of our communion should be interested to 


give. There is a liberal supply of these at headquarters, 281 


Mills Building, San Francisco, if anyone requires them. 

A most significant endorsement of our project was made 
in San Francisco a few days ago. At a meeting of the North- 
ern California Chapter of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects, after hearing Mr. Hobart, the architect of the cathedral, 
and seeing the designs which he has made, the following 
resolution was unanimously adopted: “ Resolved, that this 
chapter believes that this cathedral project offers to bring to 
our community a noble example of ecclesiastical gothic 
architecture such as will enrich us in inspirational and cul- 
tural values: that the site is one offering a rare opportunity 
and, further. that the studies already shown foreshadow 4 
fabric of distinguished architectural character, destined to 
become another of those major accomplishments in which 
the people may well take pride.” It is significant that this 
resolution was proposed by a Roman Catholic and seconded 
by one of the Jewish faith. 


Grace Cathedral

We who are familiar with this picturesquely-situated city 
named for a dear saint, with its lovely bay and many hills, 
its view of mountain peaks and ranges, and wonderful ocean 
reflecting the azure of the skv, have been impressed with the 
numerous fine buildings that are being so rapidly erected 
to replace the old-——-many that were destroyed by the 1906 
lire. We who are justly proud of our beautiful city have 
watched with deep interest the erection of these magnificent 
buildings and pride, if nothing more, should urge us onward 
to erect on Nob Hill this cathedral worthy of our beloved 
city and worthy of our beloved Christ. 

I am sure our Church communicants will consider it in 
the light of a privilege to give toward the Cathedral Fund. 
The people of the Church, who all revere our late beloved 
Bishop Nichols’ memory should assist all they can in carry- 
ing out his wishes by the building of this cathedral, so that 
his vision can become a reality. 

The Woman’s Auxiliary has already, in a body, pledged it- 
self to give the altar rail. Though a lovely gift in itself, I am 
positive many will also wish to contribute to the building 
fund. 

I also feel that many visitors, as well as residents of San 
Francisco (not of the Episcopal or Ang'o-Catholic faith), 
those who possess a civic pride will gladly assist us mate- 
rially in the erection of our cathedral. Lewis Hobart, the 
architect, has a wonderful plan completed for our beautiful 
Cathedral of Grace. 

It takes money to build, but if business buildings can be 
erected here at the cost of millions surely we can erect our 
temple on the magificent site so generously given by our 
friends, the Crocker family. With such a site we should leave 
no stone unturned until the whole amount is pledged. 

The cathedral is the mother Church. Here she gathers all 
her children in one flock at the annual convention and at the 
important meetings of her different auxiliaries. 

The purpose of this cathedral is fourfold, the same as the 
cathedral at Washington: First, evangelization, to preach the 
gospel and to promote missions, to the advancement of 
Christ’s Kingdom at home and abroad. Second, public wor- 
ship, for all people, under the most dignified and inspiring 
surroundings. Third, Christian education, instruction of all 
who care to listen in the fundamentals of the Christian faith. 
Fourth, social service, to further the cause of the sick and 
the poor and to proclaim those principles of social justice 
the acceptance of which will hasten the realization of the 
ideal of united fellowship and the brotherlidod of man. ~~ 

While the parish church is especially a spiritual home, it 
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is not adapted to attract the multitude from without, so the 
cathedral exists to undertake a work which parish churches 
by themselves are unable to accomplish. With the growth of 
the city a large cathedral has become an imperative need. 
Take last Easter, for example. At 11:00 o'clock there were 
three services—one in the chapel, one outdoor one, while 
the crypt of the cathedral was packed, many turning away. 
So one sees the necessity for a larger building. 

The cathedral doors are ever hospitably open to those who 
seek her protection for meditation and prayer. Here the 
business woman, tired after a day in the office, on her way 
home around 5:30, can drop in God’s house and find true 
strength and quiet. How a cathedral always inspires one to 
lofty and holy thoughts! I can never forget my impression 
of the cathedrals of the Old World, of England and Italy: 
especially my first glimpse of St. Mark’s at Venice. We had 
gone in a gondola to the Grand Hotel on the canal and after 
dining walked down an alleyway that, unknown to us, led 
to St. Mark’s Square. As we entered the lovely square the 
famous cathedral caught and enthralled our eyes; the per- 
fection of its outline and color will ever linger in my mind. 

So let us build for all time, for centuries, this cathedral 
here that will enthrall as well as entice all who pass its hos- 
pitable doors—standing, as it will, a monument to God for 
religious growth and progress. Let all peoples of this city 
pledge with all their strength to help gladly with the great, 
wonderful work that lies ahead of us—the building of this 
fine Cathedral of Grace of San Francisco. I know all who 
give will truly express a great joy—the joy of true giving and 
serving. 


Confession, An Interpretation and a Meditation 


(We come from the exaltation of our Doxology to the lower 
notes of repentance and confession.)

24, under the auspices of the Women’s Commission of the 

San Francisco Church Federation, and printed at the request 
of many who heard it.) 


When our Lord, the Master Teacher, wished to interpret 
the spiritual values of the Gospel of His Kingdom He drew 
His analogies, His illustrations, from the physical environ- 
ment in which His hearers lived, from their simple daily 
life. As we read His parables and His discourses we can 
vividly picture that daily life and that environment. 

Four short years ago, at just this season of the year, it 
was our great privilege and pleasure to visit the Holy Land. 
The Bible has always been a new book to me since that 
visit. The varied tales of human life throughout its Old and 
New Testament and the parables of our Lord were realized 
as never before when visualized in their natural setting. The 
imagery was all there: The two women grinding at the mill, 
the men on the house top, the city set upon a hill which 
could not be hid, the fishermen mending their nets and toil- 
ing all night, the shepherd carrying the lambs in his bosom, 
the women at the wells drawing water, the threshing floors, 
the fig trees, the lilies of the fie'd, the stony ground, the 
grain of mustard seed grown so tall that it became a tree and 
the birds of the air came and rested among the branches. No 
wonder “the common people heard Him gladly,” for He 
spoke in terms they could understand, “with authority and 
not as the scribes.” 

Today, as always, we would learn from the Master Teach- 
er. So we would draw our interpretation of this service to- 
day from our physical environment. We in San Francisco. 
our city of saintly name, as one dear saint who dwelt among 
us loved to call it, we dwell in a “city set upon its hills that 
can not be hid.” We rejoice in its hills, its mounts of vision. 
and would fain dwell upon them, yes at their highest peaks 
if that were always practicable. 

But even physical life can not always be lived upon its 
highest plane. Our hills slope to the valleys below and the 
full sunlight at the top gives way to the creeping shadows 
as in our workaday world we are drawn down the slopes to 
the lower planes of our activities. So it is in our service to- 
day. We have heard our “call to worship;” our hearts have 
risen together in prayer and our voices in unison of praise 
and thanksgiving. We have “lifted up our eyes to the hills 
from whence cometh our help; our help cometh even from 
the Lord, Who hath made heaven and earth.” We have caught 


the vision; have breathed the rarefied air at the top; we have 
sung our Doxology. Alas, that our highest spiritual levels can 
not always be maintained. We now find ourselves drawn 
down into the valley—the Valley of Confession. 


The path is not so clear ahead; the way has become con- 
fused; some barrier has arisen; right going and wrongdoing 
are bewildering us. We are befogged in a typical San Fran- 
cisco Bay fog. It is a spiritual fog, of course. Some barriers 
within ourselves have hidden the vision splendid. The ex- 
altation is gone. We are brought low. How are we to pierce 
the fog, how interpret it? What can show us the way? 

Listen! A foghorn sounds to guide us. What is its warning 
note? “Let us search and try our ways and turn again to the 
Lord.” Conscience stirs within us, the still, small voice. Is the 
fog within us? Another siren sounds: “If we say that we have 
no sin we deceive ourselves and the truth is not in us; but 
if we confess our sins, He is faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins and to cleanse us from all unrighteousness.” Listen! 
A third horn sounds: “The heart knoweth its own bitter- 
ness.” Another: “Out of the deep have I cried unto Thee, O 
Lord, Lord hear my voice; O let Thine ears consider well 
the voice of my complaint. If Thou, Lord, will be extreme to 
mark what is done amiss, O Lord who shall abide it?” An 
answering siren points the way: “O Israel, trust in the Lord, 
for with the Lord there is mercy; with Him is plenteous re- 
demption and He shall redeem Israel from all his sins.” 
Again conscience responds, the voice within grows stronger, 
barriers are breaking down. Conviction, confession and in- 
trospection follow. “I will arise and go to my Father and 
will say unto Him, Father, I have sinned against heaven and 
before Thee and am no more worthy to be called Thy son.” 

See! The fog begins to lift. The skies are brightening. The 
outlook is clearer. We know the beautiful sequel, as full con- 
fession came and full and free forgivenness followed. “For 
while he was yet afar off, the father saw him and ran and 
fell on his neck and kissed him and rejoiced, saying ‘For 
this my son which was dead is alive again; he was lost and 
is found.’” The last siren sounds as the radiance returns, as 
the sun bursts through our fog. “Let us lift up our hearts 
unto God in the heavens.” Upward we gaze and see above 
the dispersing mists our Twin Peaks brightly shining. Their 
outline is clear, our own Twin Peaks—symbolical of our 
twin duties, love and service. 

We may now again go on our way rejoicing. Repentance, 
confession, forgiveness have brought us back to love and 
service, worship and work. It has been well said that “love 
turned outward is service to man; Jove turned inward is 
worship, praise and thanksgiving to God.” Love and service, 
these keywords of today, make for a balanced life; for a 
well-balanced life must be both active and contemplative. We 
can not continually give out in service unless the well springs 
of our being are replenished from the recreative source. We 
must take in power in order to give it out. What is the store- 
house of power? Surely direct connection with God, the 
source of all power by prayer and communion with Him. 
To love God is to seek His presence. Where is that presence 
found? The Kingdom of God is within us—the Christ within, 
the wellspring of our being. When our Lord Christ spent His 
days in teaching, healing, ministering, He spent long hours 
on the mountain top in prayer. Manifestation of the Father’s 
power depended upon His realization and renewal of the 
Father’s presence in Him. “The works that I do I do not of 


myself; the Father that dwelleth in me He doeth the works.” | 


Now this service today is for that very purpose. We are 
so often the Marthas, “busied in much serving;” today we 
are the Marys. We have “chosen that better part,” prayer, as 
the source of power for better service. To work is to pray; 
yes but the reverse is also true; to pray is to work. 

But my subject is confession; I must keep to that phase of 
our World Day Service of Prayer. I should like to say a few 
words on the modern attitude toward sin. There is a change 
of emphasis upon certain phases of Christian teaching today. 
The sense of sin and sinfulness in the individual Christian 
experience is less stressed than of old. Hideous crime is, of 
course, acknowledged and shown up in glaring headlines 
with all its revolting details. We have all too many instances 
of it near at hand to keep it ever before us. But the average 
man and woman living the average, normal, moral Christian 
life has perhaps lost a sense of moral delinquency. He feels 
himself to be—well, not a saint, of course, but about as good 
as the average man. He certainly is not burdened by a sense 


* of sin or.of. great shortcomings. 


Our | old Litanies with their repeated responses, “Have 
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mercy upon us miserable sinners,” do not ring true to mod- 
ern thought. Many decline to so respond, saying it is not true 
to their feeling or conviction. We may be sinners but we are 
no longer miserable about it. It is a change of emphasis. The 
love of God has triumphed over the fear of God in the re- 
ligion of today. God’s mercy, His never-failing love for all 
His children, His overcoming evil with good—these are the 
characteristics of God we emphasize today. This is all true 
and we thank God for this understanding of it. But is there 
not a deep lesson for us also, which we are expressing in 
this part of our service? 


In planning this program for our local use the committee 
assigned in thought this section four, confession, to the 
American group—feeling that we most needed to ponder its 
lesson. Our individual sins must be a matter between us, 
our own conscience and our God. But we have come together 
in a corporate sense today as a body of Christian women, 
loving our heavenly Father, seeking to serve our fellow men 
through love, conscious of the shortcomings of Christendom 
today, longing for a united voice, a united strength to testify 
to the world that our living Lord, Jesus Christ, is King and 
that His spirit is the solution of all world problems. 


Deeply conscious of the unhappy divisions among us chil- 
dren of the same heavenly Father, looking upon the crime 
and hideous iniquity in the world of today we surely, in a 
corporate sense, are ready to acknowledge our sins and to 
say that they and the remembrance of them is “grievous 
unto us, the burden of them is intolerable.” We are ready to 
confess that we have sinned, in that we have “missed the 
mark” of the prize of our high calling in Christ Jesus. 


I like that definition of sin, that literal translation, “a miss- 
ing of the mark,” for that brings it home to each one of us 
at all times. We know that “we have left undone the things 
which we ought to have done and we have done those things 
which we ought not to have done.” How: can we be channels 
of His truth and of His love unless we strive to purify our 
souls by casting out everything that forms a barrier to hide 
Him from us? When we open our hearts to Him in humble 
confession God will break down the barriers which veil 
not us from Him, no, but Him from us. 

Now, having searched our hearts, are we not ready to turn 
io Him in all humbleness of spirit as we pass through this 
Valley of Confession? Let us, then, join in unison in the 
Prayer of Confession that follows, with full trust in His lov- 
ing forgiveness and recreative power, so that in unity of 
spirit and purpose -we may press upward and onward to 
our mounts of vision, our Twin Peaks of love and service, in 
the name and for the sake of our Lord and Master, Jesus 
Christ. 


Church Club Conference at General 
Convention 


Bishop Parsons has given his approval to the plans for a 
conference of Church clubs to be held during the General 
Convention in Washington. The following letter to the Bishop 
gives some details concerning the proposed conference: 


Dear Bishop Parsons: At the conference of the National 
Federation of Church Clubs in May, 1927, the suggestion 
that a meeting of laymen be held under the auspices of the 
Federation during the General Convention in 1928 was unani- 
mously approved. This meeting will be held on the evening 
of Friday, October 19, at 8:00 o’clock, in Epiphany Church, 
Washington, D. C. The speakers will be the Rt. Rev. William 
P. Remington, D. D., Bishop of the Missionary District of 
Eastern Oregon, and the Hon. George W. Wickersham. Fur- 
ther details of the program will be sent in due course. 

We ask your approval of this effort to give corporate ex- 
pression to the interest and loyalty of the laymen of the 
Church and hope you will co-operate with us by making 
known the date and place of this meeting and by urging the 
laymen of your Diocese to be present.

National Conference on Social Service 


The eighth national Church Conference on Social Service 
meets at Memphis, Tennessee, May 2 to 6, opening Wednes- 
day morning with a corporate communion. The rest of the 
morning will be devoted to organization and the statement 
from the national department on the plans and purposes of 
its program. At luncheon Bishop Maxon and §. C. Kingsley, 
president of the National Conference of Social Work, will 
speak. A review of the aims, achievements and obstacles of 
the last triennium and a paper outlining a social service 
program in a town of not more than one parish, by the Rev. 
H. R. Bennett, Ph.D., are scheduled for Wednesday after- 
noon. The opening session of the National Conference of So- 
cial Work is to be held that evening. 


Papers on city missions, by the Rev. James H. George; a 
social service program in a downtown parish, by the Rev. 
P. G. Kammerer, Ph.D., and social work and the Church, by 
Dr. F. J. Bruno and the Rev. Pryor M. Grant, are scheduled 
for Thursday. On Friday,at luncheon, Dr. Hastings H. Hart 
will tell what a visitor should look for in a jail. Later, Canon 
Nelson will outline the organization and conducting of a 
discussion group and the Rev. Norman B. Nash’s analysis of 
sin will be presented. The luncheon on Saturday will be un- 
der the auspices of the Church Mission of Help, when Miss 
Mary Lucas will discuss “The Rural Worker.” Bishop Casa- 
dy is to be chaplain. 


Interesting Talks on Indian Mission 


Mr. A. Abbott Hastings, a layman in charge of the Indian 
Mission of St. Michael’s, Ethete, Wyoming, spent a week in 
the Diocese and gave several most interesting talks, illus- 
trated by moving pictures, of the work among the Indians of 
the mission.

Confession, An Interpretation and a Meditation 


(We come from the exaltation of our Doxology to the lower 
notes of repentance and confession.)

San Francisco Church Federation, and printed at the request 
of many who heard it.) 


When our Lord, the Master Teacher, wished to interpret 
the spiritual values of the Gospel of His Kingdom He drew 
His analogies, His illustrations, from the physical environ- 
ment in which His hearers lived, from their simple daily 
life. As we read His parables and His discourses we can 
vividly picture that daily life and that environment. 

Four short years ago, at just this season of the year, it 
was our great privilege and pleasure to visit the Holy Land. 
The Bible has always been a new book to me since that 
visit. The varied tales of human life throughout its Old and 
New Testament and the parables of our Lord were realized 
as never before when visualized in their natural setting. The 
imagery was all there: The two women grinding at the mill, 
the men on the house top, the city set upon a hill which 
could not be hid, the fishermen mending their nets and toil- 
ing all night, the shepherd carrying the lambs in his bosom, 
the women at the wells drawing water, the threshing floors, 
the fig trees, the lilies of the field, the stony ground, the 
grain of mustard seed grown so tall that it became a tree and 
the birds of the air came and rested among the branches. No 
wonder “the common people heard Him gladly,” for He 
spoke in terms they could understand, “with authority and 
not as the scribes.” 

Today, as always, we would learn from the Master Teach- 
er, So we would draw our interpretation of this service to- 
day from our physical environment. We in San Francisco. 
our city of saintly name, as one dear saint who dwelt among 
us loved to call it, we dwell in a “city set upon its hills that 
can not be hid.” We rejoice in its hills, its mounts of vision. 
and would fain dwell upon them, yes at their highest peaks 
if that were always practicable. 

But even physical life can not always be lived upon its 
highest plane. Our hills slope to the valleys below and the 
full sunlight at the top gives way to the creeping shadows 
as in our workaday world we are drawn down the slopes to 
the lower planes of our activities. So it is in our service to- 
day. We have heard our “call to worship;” our hearts have 
risen together in prayer and our voices in unison of praise 
and thanksgiving. We have “lifted up our eyes to the hills 


from whence cometh our help; our help cometh even from 


the Lord, Who hath made heaven and earth:” We have caught 


the vision; have breathed the rarefied air at the top; we have 
sung our Doxology. Alas, that our highest spiritual levels can 
not always be maintained. We now find ourselves drawn 
down into the valley—the Valley of Confession. 


The path is not so clear ahead; the way has become con- 
fused; some barrier has arisen; right going and wrongdoing 
are bewildering us. We are befogged in a typical San Fran- 
cisco Bay fog. It is a spiritual fog, of course. Some barriers 
within ourselves have hidden the vision splendid. The ex- 
altation is gone. We are brought low. How are we to pierce 
the fog, how interpret it? What can show us the way? 

Listen! A foghorn sounds to guide us. What is its warning 
note? “Let us search and try our ways and turn again to the 
Lord.” Conscience stirs within us, the still, small voice. Is the 
fog within us? Another siren sounds: “If we say that we have 
no sin we deceive ourselves and the truth is not in us; but 
if we confess our sins, He is faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins and to cleanse us from all unrighteousness.” Listen! 
A third horn sounds: “The heart knoweth its own bitter- 
ness.” Another: “Out of the deep have I cried unto Thee, O 
Lord, Lord hear my voice; O let Thine ears consider well 
the voice of my complaint. If Thou, Lord, will be extreme to 
mark what is done amiss, O Lord who shall abide it?” An 
answering siren points the way: “O Israel, trust in the Lord, 
for with the Lord there is mercy; with Him is plenteous re- 
demption and He shall redeem Israel from all his sins.” 
Again conscience responds, the voice within grows stronger, 
barriers are breaking down. Conviction, confession and in- 
trospection follow. “I will arise and go to my Father and 
will say unto Him, Father, I have sinned against heaven and 
before Thee and am no more worthy to be called Thy son.” 

See! The fog begins to lift. The skies are brightening. The 
outlook is clearer. We know the beautiful sequel, as full con- 
fession came and full and free forgivenness followed. “For 
while he was yet afar off, the father saw him and ran and 
fell on his neck and kissed him and rejoiced, saying ‘For 
this my son which was dead is alive again; he was lost and 
is found.’ ” The last siren sounds as the radiance returns, as 
the sun bursts through our fog. “Let us lift up our hearts 
unto God in the heavens.” Upward we gaze and see above 
the dispersing mists our Twin Peaks brightly shining. Their 
outline is clear, our own Twin Peaks—symbolical of our 
twin duties, love and service. : 

We may now again go on our way rejoicing. Repentance, 
confession, forgiveness have brought us back to love and 
service, worship and work. It has been well said that “love 
turned outward is service to man; Jove turned inward is 
worship, praise and thanksgiving to God.” Love and service, 
these keywords of today, make for a balanced life; for a 
well-balanced life must be both active and contemplative. We 
can not continually give out in service unless the well springs 
of our being are replenished from the recreative source. We 
must take in power in order to give it out. What is the store- 
house of power? Surely direct connection with God, the 
source of all power by prayer and communion with Him. 
To love God is to seek His presence. Where is that presence 
found? The Kingdom of God is within us—the Christ within, 
the wellspring of our being. When our Lord Christ spent His 
days in teaching, healing, ministering, He spent long hours 
on the mountain top in prayer. Manifestation of the Father’s 
power depended upon His realization and renewal of the 
Father’s presence in Him. “The works that I do I do not of 


myself; the Father that dwelleth in me He doeth the works.” | 


Now this service today is for that very purpose. We are 
so often the Marthas, “busied in much serving;” today we 
are the Marys. We have “chosen that better part,” prayer, as 
the source of power for better service. To work is to pray; 
yes but the reverse is also true; to pray is to work. 

But my subject is confession; I must keep to that phase of 
our World Day Service of Prayer. I should like to say a few 
words on the modern attitude toward sin. There is a change 
of emphasis upon certain phases of Christian teaching today. 
The sense of sin and sinfulness in the individual Christian 
experience is less stressed than of old. Hideous crime is, of 
course, acknowledged and shown up in glaring headlines 
with all its revolting details. We have all too many instances 
of it near at hand to keep it ever before us. But the average 
man and woman living the average, normal, moral Christian 
life has perhaps lost a sense of moral delinquency. He feels 
himself to be—well, not a saint, of course, but about as good 
as the average man. He certainly is not burdened by a sense 


of sin or ..of. great shortcomings. 
Our’ old Litanies with their tepeated responses, “Have 
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mercy upon us miserable sinners,” do not ring true to mod- 


ern thought. Many decline to so respond, saying it is not true — 


to their feeling or conviction. We may be sinners but we are 
no longer miserable about it. It is a change of emphasis. The 
love of God has triumphed over the fear of God in the re- 
ligion of today. God’s mercy, His never-failing love for all 
His children, His overcoming evil with good—these are the 


characteristics of God we emphasize today. This is all true 


and we thank God for this understanding of it. But is there 
not a deep lesson for us also, which we are expressing in 
this part of our service? 


In planning this program for our local use the committee 
assigned in thought this section four, confession, to the 
American group—feeling that we most needed to ponder its 
lesson. Our individual sins must be a matter between us, 
our own conscience and our God. But we have come together 
in a corporate sense today as a body of Christian women, 
loving our heavenly Father, seeking to serve our fellow men 
through love, conscious of the shortcomings of Christendom 
today, longing for a united voice, a united strength to testify 
to the world that our living Lord, Jesus Christ, is King and 
that His spirit is the solution of all world problems. 


Deeply conscious of the unhappy divisions among us chil- 
dren of the same heavenly Father, looking upon the crime 
and hideous iniquity in the world of today we surely, in a 
corporate sense, are ready to acknowledge our sins and to 
say that they and the remembrance of them is “grievous 
unto us, the burden of them is intolerable.” We are ready to 
confess that we have sinned, in that we have “missed the 
mark” of the prize of our high calling in Christ Jesus. 


I like that definition of sin, that literal translation, “a miss- 
ing of the mark,” for that brings it home to each one of us 
at all times. We know that “we have left undone the things 
which we ought to have done and we have done those things 
which we ought not to have done.” How: can we be channels 
of His truth and of His love unless we strive to purify our 
souls by casting out everything that forms a barrier to hide 
Him from us? When we open our hearts to Him in humble 
confession God will break down the barriers which veil 
not us from Him, no, but Him from us. 

Now, having searched our hearts, are we not ready to turn 
to Him in all humbleness of spirit as we pass through this 
Valley of Confession? Let us, then, join in unison in the 
Prayer of Confession that follows, with full trust in His lov- 
ing forgiveness and recreative power, so that in unity of 
spirit and purpose -we may press upward and onward to 
our mounts of vision, our Twin Peaks of love and service, in 
the name and for the sake of our Lord and Master, Jesus 
Christ.

But we have come together 
in a corporate sense today as a body of Christian women, 
loving our heavenly Father, seeking to serve our fellow men 
through love, conscious of the shortcomings of Christendom 
today, longing for a united voice, a united strength to testify 
to the world that our living Lord, Jesus Christ, is King and 
that His spirit is the solution of all world problems. 


Deeply conscious of the unhappy divisions among us chil- 
dren of the same heavenly Father, looking upon the crime 
and hideous iniquity in the world of today we surely, in a 
corporate sense, are ready to acknowledge our sins and to 
say that they and the remembrance of them is “grievous 
unto us, the burden of them is intolerable.” We are ready to 
confess that we have sinned, in that we have “missed the 
mark” of the prize of our high calling in Christ Jesus. 


I like that definition of sin, that literal translation, “a miss- 
ing of the mark,” for that brings it home to each one of us 
at all times. We know that “we have left undone the things 
which we ought to have done and we have done those things 
which we ought not to have done.” How- can we be channels 
of His truth and of His love unless we strive to purify our 
souls by casting out everything that forms a barrier to hide 
Him from us? When we open our hearts to Him in humble 
confession God will break down the barriers which veil 
not us from Him, no, but Him from us. 

Now, having searched our hearts, are we not ready to turn 
to Him in all humbleness of spirit as we pass through this 
Valley of Confession? Let us, then, join in unison in the 
Prayer of Confession that follows, with full trust in His lov- 
ing forgiveness and recreative power, so that in unity of 
spirit and purpose -we may press upward and onward to 
our mounts of vision, our Twin Peaks of love and service, in 
the name and for the sake of our Lord and Master, Jesus 
Christ. 


Church Club Conference at General 
Convention 


Bishop Parsons has given his approval to the plans for a 
conference of Church clubs to be held during the General 
Convention in Washington. The following letter to the Bishop 
gives some details concerning the proposed conference: 


Dear Bishop Parsons: At the conference of the National 
Federation of Church Clubs in May, 1927, the suggestion 
that a meeting of laymen be held under the auspices of the 
Federation during the General Convention in 1928 was unani- 
mously approved. This meeting will be held on the evening 
of Friday, October 19, at 8:00 o’clock, in Epiphany Church, 
Washington, D. C. The speakers will be the Rt. Rev. William 
P,. Remington, D. D., Bishop of the Missionary District of 
Eastern Oregon, and the Hon. George W. Wickersham. Fur- 
ther details of the program will be sent in due course. 

We ask your approval of this effort to give corporate ex- 
pression to the interest and loyalty of the laymen of the 
Church and hope you will co-operate with us by making 
known the date and place of this meeting and by urging the 
laymen of your Diocese to be present.

The rest of the 
morning will be devoted to organization and the statement 
from the national department on the plans and purposes of 
its program. At luncheon Bishop Maxon and §. C. Kingsley, 
president of the National Conference of Social Work, will 
speak.

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Promoting International Friendship 


A fitting way to observe International Goodwill Sunday, 
May 13, is to give representatives of the different races in 
the community a place on your international goodwill pro- 
gram, suggests the Commission on International Justice and 
Goodwill of the Federal Council of the Churches. The ob- 
servance may be a mass meeting, one especially for young 
people or for students, or a regular service with this as the 
theme. Youth has a significant part to play in the accom- 
plishment of world peace. 


World Goodwill Day, May 18, is now being observed 
around the world, particularly in public schools and other 
educational institutions. International Goodwill Sunday, May 
13, furnishes the Christian young people of America with an 
occasion for the stressing of the peace ideal. Our Christian 
youth want to share in this significant peace ducation move- 
ment. It is rightly felt that religion must be associated with 
education in a joint effort to rid the international mind of 
its bigotries and misunderstandings. The Christian young 
people of America have a very special responsibility in mak- 
ing the influence of the Church felt in the international situa- 
tion. Ths Church is making its voice heard on this moment- 
ous issue. Thirty-six communions have instituted peace com- 
misisons and 57 State and city councils of churches have 
their committees on international relations. The International 
Society of Christian Endeavor, at its meeting in Cleveland 
last July, launched its youth peace crusade. Other Christian 
youth organizations are following. 


Local societies of Christian Endeavor, Epworth League, 
B. Y. P. U., Young People’s Fellowship, Luther League and 
other like organizations are planning separately or in co- 
operation goodwill services and sponsoring projects having 
educational value from the international viewpoint. Various 
tvpes of meetings may be arranged: 


1. Community mass meetings of young people. Last year 
in many places such societies got together and arranged in- 
terdenominational meetings for young people. 

2. Where such a meeting can not be arranged the young 
people in a church can plan their own meeting. 

3. Student mass meetings such as were held last year in 
many colleges may be arranged through the co-operation of 
student pastors, Young Men’s Christian Association and 
Young Women’s Christian Association secretaries and stu- 
dent council officers. 

The following are three suggestions for programs: 


1. Invite to these goodwill services representatives of the 
different races in the community. Give them a place on the 
program. Flags may be effectively used. 

2. Arrange for discussion forums on such questions as 
these: How develop closer friendship between the United 
States and the Far East? With Mexico? What is the place of 
the Chrisian Church in the development of international 
goodwill? How far should friendships reach? What does 
America owe the world? Is it possible to outlaw war? Ma- 
terial on these questions may be obtained from the Commis- 
sion on International Justice and Goodwill of the Federal 
Council of the Churches, 105 East Twenty-second street, New 
York City. 

3. Share in the Mexican Goodwill project of the Com- 
mittee on World Friendship “.mong Children, 289 Fourth 
avenue, New York City, which plans the sending of friend- 
ship schoolbags to the children of Mexico. 


Bundles for Quilt Work Appreciated 


A recent letter from Miss Ruth D. Harmon expresses deep 
appreciation of the many bundles for quilt work sent from 
the Diocese in response to their recent request. 

We were misinformed, however, when we stated that 
“proceeds of quilts go to the families here.” Miss Harmon 
states that all money received from sale of quilts is used for 
calls of the General Church. “Some goes to the United Thank- 
offering, some to the Nation-wide Campaign and any ‘spe- 
cials’ during the years, such as flood disasters. Last year we 
raised and turned back into the coffers of the Church $46, 
not a large sum, but much from the Indians.” We are glad 
to make this correction and we are happy to know that such

The Real Issue of 1928 General Convention 


The date of the meeting of the General Convention in 
Washington in October of this year precedes by only a few 
weeks the tenth anniversary of Armistice Day—of the close 
of the most disastrous and awful tragedy of modern civiliza- 
tion. And it would seem inevitable that our thoughts should 
turn to the war itself and also to the achievements and fail- 
ures of the ten years that have passed since peace was de- 
clared. It was a war to end war, so the Allies declared. It 
was a war to make the world safe for democracy. The close 
of the war was to usher in a new era of international fellow- 
ship, of industrial democracies. What, then, has been accom- 
plished during the ten years that have passed? What is the 
great issue the General Convention will face this year? Is it 
Prayer Book revision? Is it the Church’s budget? Is it the 


; ene that are troubling the Bishop of Marquette and Judge 


arsilliot? Is it the issue between modernists and traditional- 
ists? Each of these issues has some importance and one does 
not wish to trifle with or minimize the significance of any 
one of them. But if another war were imminent they would 
seem of comparatively slight moment. They would be dealt 
with quickly and effectively and the main consideration in 
dealing with each would be how it would help or hinder the 
Church in fulfilling her true mission. None of these is the real 
issue before the Church. The real issue is the warfare be- 
tween the Kingdom of God and the Kingdom of Satan, the 
imperialisms of this world, the realm of selfishness and sin. 
There has been no armistice in that warfare. If hostilities 
have slackened it is because the Church is apt to forget that 
a state of war exists and continues to exist. Nothing more 
perilous can happen to her. The Kingdom of Satan makes 
swift progress when the Church is lulled into a false sense 
of security and wastes her resources in internal dissensions.
